Martin Denny was born in New York 
City, but his family settled in Los An- 
geles when he was of high school age. 
From the age of ten he studied classical 
piano and was considered something of 
a child prodigy. He enrolled in a pre- 
med course at the University of South- 
ern California and received his first 
acquaintance with jazz when he and 
five other students organized a band 
to play college dates. 


In 1931, after two years of college, 
the boys quit school to travel to South 
America earning their way for four 
years by playing American jazz (and 
attaining much success in such cities 
as Bogota, Valparaiso, and Buenos 
Aires). 


Upon his return to the United States, 
Denny played piano with various West 
Coast orchestras and was in great de- 
mand to play at the homes of prom- 
inent movie personalities in the days 
when Hollywood was the scene of lush 
private parties. 

During World War II, Denny spent 
four years in the U. S. Army where 
he wrote, produced and directed radio 
shows and stage shows. 


Upon discharge from the Army, 
Denny resumed his musical studies in 
Los Angeles with Dr. Wesley LaViol- 
ette, at the same time playing piano 
for shows in a local night spot. He alse 
toured Europe playing accompaniment 
for stars such as Betty Hutton sent 
over to entertain service men. 


A six-month engagement playing 
solo piano at Don the Beachcomber’s 
in Honolulu changed the whole course 
of his musical career, for he became 


enamored of Hawaii and its people and 


decided to settle down there. 

He organized a jazz trio that made 
Don the Beachcomber’s the most pop- 
ular spot on the Island — for both 
natives and tourists —- and when the 
Shell Bar in the fabulous new Ha- 
waiian Village opened, the trio was 
signed as an integral part of the room. 

At this time Denny added a fourth 
man and in this lush tropical setting 
felt impelled to experiment and go be- 


: 
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yond the jazz idiom. Innevations such 
as bird calls and exotic effects ob- 
tained with unusual instruments proved 
to be valid and formed the beginnings 
of what is now easily recognized as the 
Martin Denny sound. The basic instru- 
ments of piano, vibes, bongos and 
stand-up drums were embellished with 
glasses, small cymbals, bamboo sticks, 
etc., to obtain the effect Denny felt 
was natural to the true interpretation 
of the basic theme. 

At this time Denny married and felt 
Hawaii was to be his permanent home, 
when Arnold Mills, a prominent per- 


sonal manager from Hollywood, heard 


the combo and persuaded Denny to 
bring his music to the Mainland. The 
first tour on the West Coast was a 
smash hit and Denny was signed to an 
exclusive contract with Liberty Rec- 
ords. The first album “Exotica” (LRP- 
3034), created much attention and 
soon hit the best-selling charts. Four 
more albums followed and in each one 


Denny has added to his stature as a 
musician and composer. ete

The Wonder 


Of A Hit 


RAY PETERSON 


It’s a rarity when a young, rela- 
tively “non-name,”’ performer is booked 
and re-booked into top niteclubs, but 
such is the case with RCA Victor’s Ray 
Peterson. In the last few months Ray’s 
played Las Vegas, Atlantic City, Chi- 
cago — key cities around the country 
— and all the clubs want him back. 
Seems Ray Peterson is a performer in 
the true sense of the word. Ray has an 
amazing four-and-a-half octave range 
and actually started singing to enter- 
tain fellow patients in a Texas polio 
hospital. He enjoyed it — and so did 
they! After conquering polio, Ray de- 
cided to try his luck at conquering 
show business, too. 


Ray was born in Denton, Texas, on 
April 23rd, and shortly after the family 
moved to San Antonio, where he grew 
up. It was while attending Alamo 
Heights High School, in San Antonio, 
that Ray contracted polio and was sent 
to the Warm Springs Foundation in 
Gonzales, Texas, for the Sister Kenny 
Treatment. 


After two years at the Foundation, 
Ray re-entered high school wearing 
braces, and inasmuch as he could not 
actively continue to participate in sports 
it was then he turned to singing as an 
outlet. After a six-month period of 
voice training by his high school music 
teacher, Ray entered and won first 


prize in the inter-scholastic tourna- 
ment, competing against all high school 
students throughout Texas. 


Upon graduation, he went to Holly- 
wood, where he was scheduled to per- 
form on a Bob Hope Polio Telethon. 
However, while the telethon was in the 
preparatory stage, Dr. Jonas Salk of 
Pittsburgh perfected his polio vaccine, 
and it was deemed unnecessary for the 
telethon to go on. 


Ray decided to stay in Hollywood to 


seek a recording contract. While ap- 
pearing in a small Los Angeles club, 
he was discovered by his manager, 
Stan Shulman, who brought him to the 
attention of Execs of RCA Victor 
Records.
